The public must be thrown into another
suspense over the railroad difficulty, In-
stead of mnearing a settlement, the affuir
toeck s turn yesterday alterncon and
is now spreading. The propositions
made by the compapies last Sature
day have proven an incentive for
emyplayes in sll other departments, and be-
ginning with the trainmen, who presented
their grievances yesterday, they will follow
in the footsteps of the switchmen and pre-
sent demands for incressed wages. The fol-
lowing is a complete copy of the trainmen’s
grievances:

AN HOUR FOR DINNER.

We feel, in order to give faithful and eareful
attention to duoty, a full bour shouid be al-
Jowed for dinner and rest; we further request
that no ¢rew ehall be ecompelled to work short-
handed. We further reguest that yard crews
#hall not be required to furnish engines with
elther coal or sand.

In presesting these grievances for your con-
sideration it is our alm to maintain harmonioos
relations between yoor company and its em-
ploves, and we bope that the same will be e
eeptea by the officers of your company in the
snse manner and spirit in which they have
been presented.

DROPPING ‘THE BARS.

Railway Conductors May Withdraw
Their Anti-Strike Feature,

AT THE CONVENTION NEXT MONTH.

The New Clinton Mill and Furnsce to be
Blown in To-Day.

0911- MINERS' OFFICERS IN THE CITY

At the next annumal convention of the
Order of Railway Conductors, next month,
it is probable that the anti-strike clatise of
the constitution of the association will be
withdrawn, and the way opened for any
division to go on strike if the members see
fit. Ways and means will also be devised
for & standing committee to confer with all
railroad organizations, to deal with any
common grievance which may arise.

W. 0. Beckley, chiel conductor of Kaw
Valley Division, No. 55, of 8. Louis, the
largest division of conduactors in the United
States, was in the city yesterday visiting
friends. Mr. Beckley is a conductor on the

‘Wabash road, and one of the most conservs-
tive men in the orgunization. In speaking
of the order, he said it was xrowmﬁwin
membership monthly. It now bss about
20,000 members, in 365 divisions or loesal
branches in the United States and is repre
sented on nearly every railroad inm the
country. Theorder is an insurance and
beneficial orzganization and the lines are
parrowly drawn on labot matters. The
constitation forbids the members from en-
gaging in & strike, and having mpothiog in
common with labor organizations the order
refuses to go into the Federated Order of
Eailway Employes.

EXTENT OF THE ORGANIZATION.

The sonunal convention of the organiza-
tion will be held in Rochester, N. Y., be-
ginning Tuesday, May 13, and will be in
sesslon about ten days. Each division is enti-
tlea to one aelegate, and there will be over 330
conductors st the meeting,

speaking ot what wonld likely be done
Mr. Beckley sald: ““There isa feeling on the
part of hundreds of econductors all over the
country to have the clause In the constizution
forbidding strikes withdrawn., There is noreal
necessity for this, as none of us want to en
in & strike. If any attempt was made
to get the conductors out [ think it would
result mma flat fallure, The mea who want
the constitntion ¢ think the lines are
too closely drawn, and the change will probably
be made. If a strike was aritated in any par-
ticalar locality. the local division In that sec-
tion would bandle It just ns the majority of
members choose. If the division wants to
strike thera would be nothing to prevent them
if the change was made,

“No, the convention will not touch the recent
disoharge of Pennsylvania conductors in this
vicimity. There may have been good cause for
their discharge and there may bave not
Spetters, as a general rule, will report & con-
ductor to show the officlals that the former are
earning their salaries, when the reported men
are the best conductors on the road.

KEEPING UP ITS MOVE!

The Duquesne Traction Company’s
Contracts for Machinery

T0 BE LET IN BOSTON T0-DAY.

Street Sprinklers to be Attached to Cable
and Electric Flats,

DUST AFFECTING CUNDUCTOES® LUNGS

Chief Engineer George 8. Rice, of the
Dugquesne Traction Company, left last even-
ing for Boston to place contraets with the
Thomson-Houston Eleetric Company for
the use of the latter's system on the road.
He will order 1 500 borse-power in boilers
and eight 200 horse-power high-speed auto-
matiec engines to run the electric generators.

It is expected that the machinery will bs on

its way to this oity within a few weeks, The
work on the power house on Craig street
is being pushed as rapidly as possible, and
an extra effort will be made to have it com-
pleted be ore the contracted time.

The Pittsburg Traction Company has a
scheme to sprinkle the sireets, which, al-
though not original, is s novel idea. It
will place s contract with Stodebaker
Bros,, the well-known wagon manufac-
turers of Bouth Bend, Ind., for a large tank
o hold 1,000 gallons of water. The tank
will be made of wood and will be built on
a flatear. It will be horse-shoe shape, 10
feet long by 41 feet in diameter cach way,
and will be equipped with two levers to
regulate the supply of water to the sprink-
ling pipes.

HOW 1T WILL WORKE.

The flat car upon which the tank will

mrﬂt wi]}I hb: attached to a cable ecar, and run
rough the streets at the same as the
grip cars. A man will be mu.m?:i"m. top
of the tank to shut off or turn un the water as
the case requires.

The tank will be so constrocted that a slight
spray or & heavy shower can be ejected at the
will of the man in charge. The ear will be run
out of the sheds early each morning snd will
be kept on the road all day. The object of the
company In running the sprinkler is'to prevent
dust from rising and settling in the cars. East
